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Student Life Fee finds its way onto campus

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The list of things that set Tyler 
Junior College apart from other Ju¬ 
nior Colleges and even some four- 
year universities is fairly extensive. 
Right up at the top of that list is the 
newly created Student Life Fee that 
each student paid this year. 

This fee, which appeared for the 
first time this semester on every stu¬ 
dent’s bill, is $2 per credit hour with 
a maximum fee of $26 per student. 

As you can imagine, this im¬ 
mediately created consid¬ 
erable revenue. The 
question was 

this. Where 
does all that 
money go? 

And who de¬ 
cides? 

“The 
whole pur¬ 
pose of the 
fee was to en¬ 
hance the al¬ 
ready vibrant 
student life,” 
said Stiident 
Senate Presi¬ 
dent Royce 
Eller. 

The Stu¬ 
dent Services Fee Advisory Commit¬ 
tee (S.S.F.A.C.) was formed to dis¬ 
tribute more than $270,000 among 
campus organizations.

Student organizations and de¬ 
partments were given an opportu¬ 
nity to submit a proposal to request 
funding from this fee. 

“There is an added advantage 
that comes with having dollars that 
go towards student life program¬ 
ming that really foster the sense of 
engaging the students,” said Vice 
President for Student Affairs Dr. 
Austin Lane. 

The committee consists of eight 
elected positions and two appoint¬ 
ed positions. The current members 
of the committee are- Chair Royce 
Eller; Treasurer Karita Collier; Sec¬ 
retary Taylor Jett; Board Members 
Brett Brumley, -Billy Hays, Lesa 
Jones, Marithe Reyes, Scotty Sand- 
ford and Committee Advisor Dr. 
Austin Lane. 

“This gives the students the 
chance to decide where they want 
their money to go,” said Dr. Lane. 

The committee heard proposals 
and then had the chance to decide 
where the money would go. 

“We deliberated and decided we 
wanted to keep the students’ best 
interest in mind. We really tried to 
focus on promise number two ‘A Vi¬ 
brant Student Life’ first,” said Eller. 
“This fee will help pay for annual 
events such as Parents Weekend

Kindel Burkett doesn’t remem¬ 
ber the week before Thanksgiving. 

He doesn’t remember spending 
several minutes at the bottom of Ty¬ 
ler Junior College’s pool. He doesn’t 
remember the ambulance, the EMTs 
or the medical procedures used to 
save his life. He doesn’t remember 
more than a week in the hospital 
surrounded by family and friends. 

He does remember Wednesday. 


“I blinked and my little brother 
was sitting in front of me in the In¬ 
tensive Care Unit,” said Burkett. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 13, during 
an open swim time at the Ornelas 
Health & Physical Education Cen¬ 
ter pool, lifeguards pulled an unre¬ 
sponsive Burkett out of the water 
and attempted to resuscitate him . 
before he was transported to East 
Texas Medical Center. Intubated 
and unconscious, he remained listed

in critical condition in the 
ICU until Wednesday, Nov. 
23. Burkett was released 
from the hospital the day af¬ 
ter Thanksgiving. 

“We had to restrict visi¬ 
tors to just the immediate 
family,” said Kelly Hobbs, 
Burkett’s aunt. “He had 
probably no less than two 
dozen visitors a day.” 

“[I am] thankful I got to 
see my little brother again 
and glad I got to wake up,” 
said Burkett. 

Burkett began his fresh¬ 
man year this fall taking 18 
hours of classes as a petro¬ 
leum engineering major in 
addition to weekly “poolee” 
functions - mini workout 
sessions for members of the 
Marines’ Delayed Entry Pro¬ 
gram at the Tyler recruiting 
office. 

In order to reach his per¬ 
sonal fitness goals, Burkett 
also crafted a daily swim 
workout consisting of swim-

and Camp Apache.” 

Other activities select¬ 
ed for funding include, The 
tailgating parties at each 
home football game, Wel¬ 
come Week activities, Spring 
Fling and many other cam¬ 
pus activites. 

But it is not all fun and 
games with the fee. 

“The student life fee is 
not just about funding par¬ 
ties,” said Dr. Lane. “This 
will elevate and accelerate 
degrees from TJC.” 

The money was distrib¬ 
uted to 14 different pro¬ 
grams across campus. 

“The scope of this money 
was scattered among the 
three promises,” said Dr. 
Lane. 

Programs receiving mon¬ 
ey are- Student Senate/Stu¬ 
dent Activities - $124,000; 
Campus Safety - $6,000; 
Recreational Sports - $8,250; 
Baptist Student Ministry - 
$3,000; Hispanic Student Or¬ 
ganization - $7,500; Apache 
Step Team - $3,800; Apache 
Pride Program - $6,200; 


ming 1500 meters above sur¬ 
face, 600 meters below sur¬ 
face and treading water for 
30 minutes, all while fully 
clothed and wearing boots. 

“It’s fun. I wanted to get 
better even though I’m not at 
boot camp yet. I just decided 
I wanted to be 
the best one at f f 
boot camp the 
first day,” said 
Burkett. 

“He’s got 
a lot of drive,” 
said Staff Sgt. 

Stephen May 
of the Marine 
Recruiting of¬ 
fice. “He’s got 
a big heart; and this is what 
he really wants to do ... I 
wish we had about 20 more 
just like him.” 

The exact events and 
cause of the incident are still 
under investigation. 

Randy Melton, the di¬ 
rector of Campus Safety is 
leading TJC’s official in¬ 
vestigation of the incident. 


Fred Peters, TJC’s director 
of Marketing and Public In¬ 
formation said the college 
is not releasing information 
about the investigation at 
this time. 

“[OPHE center] life¬ 
guards are American Red 


Cross Certified or Ellis Asso¬ 
ciates Certified. Lifeguards 
work out on a weekly basis 
and have two-hour training 
sessions each month,” said 
Sondra Ramsour, the OPHE 
center staff technician in 
charge of aquatics. 

Though a sign at the 
OHPE center pool says, “No 
cotton allowed in the pool,” 


Burkett said staff approved 
his swim wardrobe of cam¬ 
ouflage pants and jacket. 

“He’s a fantastic boy ... 
Excuse me, ‘ymmg man’,” 
said Hobbs while Burkett 
hovered in the background. 
“He never meets a stranger. 

He takes time 
out for the 
smallest and 
makes them 
feel the big¬ 
gest.” 

“His inner 
will to achieve 
is very strong. 
His mom pretty 
much instilled 
that into him,” 
said Hobbs, whose sister, 
Burkett’s mother, died two 
years ago after a battle with 
leukemia. 

“It’s been hard for him to 
know where home is because 
home was always with his 
mom,” said Hobbs. 

Though Burkett and 
his family won’t know his 
official prognosis until a 


follow-up exam next week, 
doctors are optimistic about 
his recovery because of the 
excellent physical condition 
Burkett was in before the 
accident. 

“[The doctors] told us 
he’d be in better shape af¬ 
ter he recovers from the ac¬ 
cident than most normal 
people would be without the 
accident,” said Hobbs. 

Though still weak from 
the ordeal and hoarse from 
being intubated for over a 
week, Burkett wants to dive 
right back into his Marine 
training. 

His original Jan. 14 de¬ 
ployment to boot camp in San 
Diego has been postponed, 
but he plans on returning to 
the recruiting office’s events 
in early December and hopes 
to get back to the physical 
shape he was in before the 
accident. 

“I’m not scared of the 
pool. I’m not scared of get¬ 
ting hurt. I’m gonna get back 
in the pool,” said Burkett.

Cheerleaders - $6,000; Voic¬ 
es of Worship - $1,500; First 
Year Experience - $62,400;

This money will pay for 
anything from travel ex¬ 
penses for forensic competi¬ 
tions to advertising material 
for multiple organizations to 
shirts to distinguish differ¬ 
ent clubs. 

“National award win¬ 
ning organizations like Phi 
Ro Pi have had to tap dance 
their way to competitions,” 
said Dr. Lane. “This will give 
them and others like them a 
better chance to bring some 
credibility and recognition 
to TJC.” 

Although some of the 
money went toward help¬ 
ing campus organizations 
stay afloat, a large portion 


of the money was designated 
to provide more events and 
entertainment for the stu¬ 
dents. 

Students can look for¬ 
ward to bigger name acts ap¬ 
pearing on the stages of TJC 
in the near future. 

There are also new an¬ 
nual events in the works 
that will increase student 
life. 

*We are really excited 
about a Leadership Retreat 
that is being created right 
now,” s#id Eller. “It will be 
geared toward campus orga¬ 
nization officers and Presi¬ 
dential Scholarship recipi¬ 
ents.” 

No matter who you are, 
TJC is gearing up to ensure 
that there is something for 
everyone. 

“We want to make sure 
it is the best experience pos¬ 
sible,” said Dr. Lane.

Technology makes spring registration a breeze

The days of waitihg for hours in 
long lines are over. Now TJC stu¬ 
dents can register for classes in min¬ 
utes with the click of a mouse. 

“Spring online-registration 
started Nov. 5 and will end Jan. 2, 
2008,” said Jan Adams, Director of 
Academic Advising. “Tuition and 
fees to hold those classes must be 
paid by Jan. 3, 2008 so a student’s 
classes won’t be dropped.” 

For those students who miss 
the deadline for online registration, 
they will have to go to late registra¬ 
tion which is set for Jan. 9-10. 

“It is a much better idea to reg¬ 
ister online than to wait for late, 
walk-in registration for several rea¬ 
sons,” explained Adams. “[Students] 
have a better choice of class times/ 


days to choose from, greater chance 
of getting the instructor of choice, 
avoid the long late registration line, 
and save an extra $30 by registering 
early.” 

Students, who have taken the 
unfortunate option of late registra¬ 
tion, know that meeting the dead¬ 
line for online-registration for this 
spring semester is a necessity 

“It’s faster than standing in line 
because I’ve done that for the past 
2 years,” said Victoria Spencer, re¬ 
turning TJC student for the spring 
semester. “I could just [register] in 
the comfort of my own home. It’s 
easier—it’s convenient.” 

Students with less than 30 hours 
of credit this year will not have to 
see an advisor unless they fall under 
these categories- 

• First-time students to TJC 

(including freshman and transfer 


students) 

• Students who are Non-TSI 
Complete (currently placed in a col¬ 
lege prep level course) 

• Students who are on aca¬ 
demic probation and/or have less 
than a 2.0 GPA 

Students who will be gradu¬ 
ating in the Spring of 2008 

• Students who need to change 
their major 

• Students who need to check 
progress toward degree completion 
for financial aid purposes if notified 
by letter from the financial aid office 
(150% Degree Audit) 

“Students just need to get on to 
Apache Access because that is where 
they can get most of this informa¬ 
tion,” said Adams. “The registration 
guide for Spring 08 is already online

Add a different flavor to holiday leftovers

After the turkey is cut, many 
traditional post-Thanksgiving ques¬ 
tions arise, the most heard being, 
“Can I really eat this whole tur-- 
key before tomorrow?” While most 
people don’t finish their bird in one 
meal, they are not doomed to plain 
turkey for the next week. 

“We don’t do a lot of creative 
stuff for Thanksgiving,” said Jessica 
Thrash, a TJC sophomore whose 
family uses their leftovers the way 
most Americans do. “We usually 


save [the turkey], make sandwiches 
and eat it during the week for lunch. 
We always use our leftover Hal¬ 
loween candy to make a Christmas 
gingerbread house with graham 
crackers and icing, but we don’t do 
anything special with turkey.” 

Although there is no evidence to 
support that the Plymouth Colony 
settlers shared turkey sandwiches 
with the Wampanoag Native Ameri¬ 
cans after the first Thanksgiving in 
1621, the idea is synonymous with 
the holiday itself. 

“There’s a lot more you can do 
with turkey than just sandwiches,” 


said Richard Youngblood, 52 of Ty¬ 
ler, an amateur second-generation 
cook who’s been making good use of 
the leftovers of traditional Thanks¬ 
giving meals for years. 

“I learned by watching my moth¬ 
er cook,” Youngblood said. “With a 
house full of seven kids and a lim¬ 
ited budget, nothing went to waste.” 

Youngblood suggests turning 
leftover turkey into a turkey salad 
by chopping or shredding the turkey 
and placing it into a mixing bowl. 
Add chopped celery, pickles and on¬ 
ions, stir in mayonnaise and differ¬ 
ent seasonings and refrigerate it. 


This dish will last for about two-to- 
three days if refrigerated properly. 

‘You can also bake a turkey cas¬ 
serole,” Youngblood said. “It’s also 
pretty easy.” Cut the turkey into 
chunks and mix with mushroom 
soup, green beans, onions, and any 
other desired vegetables or season¬ 
ings. After letting it bake until the 
green beans are soft, sprinkle shred¬ 
ded cheese and dried french onions 
on top. 

If baking sounds appealing, 
turkey can also be used for turkey

“I went to try and sell 
my medical terminology 
book back to the TJC book¬ 
store,” said TJC freshman 
Megan Luttrell. “They only 
wanted to give me $10, but I 
paid $80 for it. So now I am 
selling it on EBay.” 

Half.com boasts the 
ability to get more for your 
textbook on their website 
than from your local campus 
store. 

There is even an option 
to fulfill someone’s preorder 
for an instant sale. 

Students are finding 
that this tends to be more 
profitable than taking their 
textbooks to their school’s 
bookstore. 

The . TJC Bookstore 
Manager Rebecca Boothby 


disagrees. She said, “Selling 
books to other places doesn’t 
make sense to me. It’s not as 
reliable and it’s not the easi¬ 
est way. You have to upload 
a pioture and describe it. It’s 
time consuming.” The TJC 
bookstore will be compensat¬ 
ing for the potentially long 
wait in line by providing re¬ 
freshments and some form 
of entertainment. Despite 
this compensation they still 
cannot guarantee that ev¬ 
ery book brought in will be 
bought back. 

One thing students can 
count on is the variety of 
ways to try and get some 
money back for their text¬ 
books, whether it is through 
their local campus bookstore 
or through an alternate 
source online.

Humane Society of Smith County 
calling on TJ C family to volunteer

Thousands of unwanted 
pets turned in every year, 
waiting for a new home and 
needing your help. The Hu¬ 
mane Society of East Texas 
is calling out to everyone 
in the Tyler Junior College 
community to volunteer at 
the shelter. 

One dog that is being 
nursed back to health by 
the shelter is a 2-year-old 
mix named Cinnamon, who 
was found in early Novem¬ 
ber near the shelter. 

When you walk up to the 
kennel, her eyes are big and 
show the need to be loved, 
bones still visible through a 
skinny, malnourished body 
wanting to just be walked 
and cared for. 

Humane Society of 
Smith County Executive 
Director Gayle Helms said 
Cinnamon is one exam¬ 
ple that the shelter cares 
about nursing sick dogs 
back to health as well as 
adopting them. Helms 
said Cinnamon may have 
a long road ahead of her 
but the shelter will be 
there for her. 

“It may take her three 
months to get her better,” 
said Helms. 

The Humane Society of¬ 
fers volunteer opportunities 
for people of all ages to help 
Cinnamon and other ani¬ 
mals. 

“We have three training 
sessions a year,” said Helms. 
“The next one is scheduled 
for January. We teach them 
the history of the shelter, 
and find out why we are 
here and find out what they 
are looking for.” 

Helms said after a de¬ 
cision made back in Sep¬ 
tember between the City of 
Tyler and the shelter, the 


shelter let three workers 
go, and leaving the organi¬ 
zation without income from 
the City of Tyler. 

With the shelter be¬ 
ing understaffed, Helms 
says student volunteers are 
needed at the facility. 

“We need volunteers,” 
said TJC student and hu¬ 
mane society volunteer 
Cizon Crowley speaking 
from a weekend adoption 
event. “Animals just make 
you feel better. Volunteer¬ 
ing just makes you feel 
good.” 

Helms said all of the 
staff is busy feeding and 
cleaning cages, and leav¬ 
ing many dogs sitting in 
the cages just waiting to be 
walked by volunteers. 

“All the dogs want is 
to be loved and someone 
to take care of them,” said 
Helms. “Every one of them 
will talk to you, and that’s 
really all they want.” 

Crowley, a volunteer at 
the Humane Society since 
high school said volunteer¬ 
ing has its benefits. 

“The animals are in this 
situation and it is great to 
make them feel comfort¬ 


able,” said Crowley. “They’re 
so sad in the cages, and 
when you get them out you 
see a different disposition 
on their face.” 

“Even 15 minutes makes 
a lot of difference with these 
dogs,” said Helms. “They 
just need a little T.L.C.” 

The shelter volunteer 
program includes walking 
pets or participating in the 
new Humane Education 
Program, which tours East 
Texas schools to educate 
about animal safety and 
control. 

Since the decision with 
the City of Tyler, the hu¬ 
mane society has a new 
name, and new hours. 

The newly named Hu¬ 
mane Society of East Texas 
will be open from 10a.m. 
- 1p.m., and 2p.m. - 5p.m.; 
the shelter will be open only 
for adoptions on Sunday 
and closed Monday.

Sports 
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Baseball team set to defend title

Tyler Junior College has a dy¬ 
namic baseball team that should in¬ 
spire every young person to want to 
play on a baseball team, even more 
importantly, on a TJC team. 

TJC first started a baseball team 
in the late 1960s and early 1970s. 
The game was phased out until 1992 
when Jon Groth was hired as coach. 
Groth was hired to build a team. 

“Our first season was in the 
spring of 1993,” said Groth. 

Each year the team has been 
building through the college recruit¬ 
ing efforts. “This is a part of every 
sport,” said Groth. “The first regular 
season for this team starts Jan. 25, 
2008, and continues until the early 
part of May 2008.” 

The Apache’s baseball team has 
worked for 15 years to get where 
they are. 

During this time of the year, 
the baseball teaip is in its off sea¬ 
son. They are in a transition period 
with their number one priority being 
to keep fit and remain in top condi¬ 
tion for the regular season through 
weight lifting, running, a lot of base¬ 
ball drills and functional type spring 
drills. 

“The training this time of year is 
actually restrictive to conditioning,” 
said Groth. “The body is prepared 
for a long spring season. And, we are 
not allowed to train after the middle 


of November.” 

We play a lot of games, about 50 
games within three months time, 
which is quite a rigorous season. 
Physical, we have to prepare for this 
and that is what we are doing right 


now. 

Groth has great expectations for 
the season. 

“Every year that I have coached

Because the roles of 
an RD and RA are so vital, 
there are certain character¬ 
istics that the Residential 
Life department looks for. 

They want people who 
are outgoing, natural lead¬ 
ers and role-models to their 
peers. 

RAand RD positions are 
only offered one semester at 
a time. In order to be an RA 
you must have previously 
lived on campus at least 
one semester and in order 
to be an RD you must have 
previously been an RA. 

There will be eight new 
RA positions and two new 
RD positions available in 


fall 2008 for the new dorm. 

Interviews for this up¬ 
coming spring semester 
will begin Nov. 1, and appli¬ 
cations will be accepted all 
the way up until the first 
day of class. 

Anyone wanting to live 
on campus can apply and if 
accepted will automatically 
receive free room and board. 
The RD position receives an 
additional $650 a month. 

“Talk to a current RA or 
come and sit and talk to me, 
“says Angie Nunez, director 
of Residential Life. 

“I’m in here with an 
open door. If you want to 
grow and to live that 'on- 
campus experience’ then 
apply. I’ve seen some (stu¬ 
dents) where the experi¬ 
ence transformed them. The 
things you’re gonna walk 
away with from this job are 
more than I could ever sit 
and talk about.”

Groth said he would like 
to realize that vision again 
this year. 

“There is an intermedi¬ 
ate goal to reach to get to 
that point. First of all you 
have to be in the playoff 
spot,” he said. 

The team has 16 teams 
to play in the conference. 
They have to be one of the 
top three teams to get to the 
playoff. 

They have to be in the 
top thre$ to have a chance to 
win the national champion¬ 


ship. 

“Our goal last year 
was to win the conference 
championship, which was a 
great accomplishment. We 
play in the most competi¬ 
tive conference in America. 
We play a lot of baseball. 
Five out of the six national 
champions have come out 
of our conference. We were 
fortunate to beat a team 
that came out of our confer¬ 
ence. We will try and do a 
lot of the things we did last 
year. We had a different 
team with different kids,” 
said Groth. 

In the spring, the coach¬ 
es will take a look to see 
what they have. 

“The team has a strong 
drive to win again. I am 
coaching a program that has 
those expectations,” said 
Groth. 

The 2007 season was a 
season of firsts for the TJC 


baseball program. 

The team was the first 
team to- 

• Win a national no. 1 
ranking in the country. 

• Win 46 games; 

• Win a conference and 
district championship; 

• Win a national cham¬ 
pionship; 

• Have three NJCAA All 
Americans; 

• Have a Rawlings Gold 
Glove winner; 

• Have an NJCAA D3 
Player of the year; 

• Have a Coach of the 
year; 

The TJC baseball team 
plays at the Mike Carter 
Stadium located at 717 Fair 
Park Drive, Tyler. It is lo¬ 
cated by the East Texas Fair 
Grounds. 

The team will be host¬ 
ing the World Series for 
two more years, 2008 and 
2009.

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School of Allied Health and Nursing expands EMS program

The School of Allied 
Health and Nursing is ex¬ 
panding its Emergency 
'Medical Services (EMS) Pro¬ 
fessions Paramedic program 
with the addition of a new 
instructor. 

“It’s a win, win situation. 
The college always seeks to 
grow, and this is a market 
that is untapped. We feel like 
we’re going to have good en¬ 
rollment from this option. 
Our goal is to provide them 
an option to come here. It’s 
our partnership with our com¬ 
munity to do workforce devel¬ 
opment,” said Paul Monagan, 
dean of the School of Allied 
Health and Nursing. 

Deborah Donahue, 
NREMT-P, LP is now a full¬ 
time member of the family. 
She has been teaching at 
TJC for the past 15 years. 
Among a long list of creden¬ 


tials, Donahue is a licensed 
paramedic with an Associate 
in Applied Science Degree 
(AAS) from TJC. She is also 
a certified EMS instructor 
by the Texas Department of 
State Health Services. 

“I’ve always been inter¬ 
ested in teaching. I’ve been 
doing it since 1992 part 
time,” said Donahue. 

Donahue will be the prin-, 
cipal instructor for a new, 
one-year paramedic certifi¬ 
cate program. This program 


is geared toward students 
who have already completed 
their first or second level of 
education and certification 
as an Emergency Medical 
Technician-Basic (EMT-B) or 
Emergency Medical Techni¬ 
cian-Intermediate (EMTT), 
and are seeking to become li¬ 
censed paramedics (EMT-P). 

There are three levels 

/ 

to the EMS program. The 
first is EMT-B. They can ad¬ 
minister oxygen and strap 
patients to the board to get

them into the ambulance. 
The next is EMTT. They can 
do all the same things as an 
EMT-B and can give IVs and 
intubate patients. Intuba¬ 
tion helps patients breathe. 
A licensed paramedic is the 
highest level. They can ad¬ 
minister drugs. These are 
very general guidelines. 
Each institution has a spe¬ 
cific guide book with exacts 
as to what each level can 
and cannot do. 

“I think [experience] 
helps with teaching. You 
never quit learning in this 
field, [at least] you shouldn’t. 
If you quit learning then you 
need to get out of it. You 
learn something everyday,” 
said Donahue. 

Students working in this 
field typically work a 24/48- 
hour shift. This means that 
they work for 24 hours and 
then are off for 48 hours. 
The entire certificate pro¬ 
gram will be presented in 
eight-hour blocks, usually 
two days a week, on a rotat¬ 


ing weekly basis compatible 
with the days-off schedule of 
a 24/48-hour shift. 

“We have a lot of people 
that have gone through the 
basic program...[that are] 
working for emergency medi¬ 
cal services like ETMC EMS 
and Champion EMS. A lot of 
[firefighters] are also EMT 
Basics. [If they want to] con¬ 
tinue on to be a paramedic; 
they are kind of caught be¬ 
cause of work. They can’t 
come over here and take our 
normal college course that is 
offered on Monday, Wednes¬ 
day, and Friday because it 
will occur when they are at 
work,” said Monagan. 

Classes begin on Mon¬ 
day, Jan. 14. Paramedic 
courses at TJC earn college 
credit, can be applied toward 
an AAS Degree, and are eli¬ 
gible for financial aid sup¬ 
port. For more information
